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Elevator safety is down; 


inspection needs upgrade

“What goes up must come down.” That old 
adage can be applied to modern elevators on this 
campus. 

To maintain safety standards for public access 
elevators in this county, the California Office of 
Industrial Relations, lndustrial Safety Division, has 
instituted a policy of inspecting all elevators once 
a year. 

Of the six hydraulic-electric vertical plungers 
(elevators) on this campus, only: one has a valid 
safety inspection certificate. That one is located in 
the new Dunlap Hall. 

The last time the other units were inspected was 
on July 3, 1973. This includes the elevators in the 


Library, Russell Hall, Administration, Hammond . 


Hall, and the Humanities building. The safety 
permit on these expired over four months ago. 

But SAC is not the only area with potentially 
unsafe elevators. In checking out some of the more 
prominent buildings off-campus, it was revealed 
that the Santa Ana Courthouse has not been safety 
certified since July 1973. And the Bank of 
America Tower in the City Shopping Center has 
not been inspected since April, 1973. 

The safety checks are currently running from 
four to nine months behind schedule. ‘I’m the 
only inspector in the county, and | have over 2000 
elevators to inspect. | have a very heavy work load

and do the best job that | can,” said George J. 
McTiernen, Office of Industrial Safety. 

McTiernen declined to comment on specific 
numbers of elevator accidents in the county, but 


did say, ‘We've had a very good record with no 


serious accidents, as yet. The San Francisco office 
keeps statistics on record.”’ 

He works from an itinerary provided by the 
state, and priority assignment goes to new 
installations and complaints about older elevators. 

The inspection criteria is based on State safety 
codes for cable hoistings, cable ropes, door 
operation and electronics. Maximum weight and 
speed are carefully checked by putting in test 
weights and then measuring the operational 
quality. Elevators are becoming more complicated 
with the additional electronics involved. 

“The more you put into it, the more that can go 
wrong,” McTiernen stated optomistically, ‘But 
inspection does not guarantee operation. The 
elevator companies are responsible for 
maintenance.” 

All elevators on this campus have adequate 
safety precautions in the event of an emergency.

The death-defying dash across 
17th Street turned into a 
leisurely stroll Monday morning 
when the new traffic signal at 
the college entrance began 
operating. 

“There had been a _ heavy 
accident rate on 17th Street,” 
said Dr. Vernon Armstrong, 
dean of planning and 
development. “‘And part of the 
solution seemed to be a 
controlled entrance.”’ 

According to a traffic study 
made by the city of Santa Ana, 
22,000 cars trayel down 17th 
Street each day. And last year 
there were 18 reported accidents 


A solution was worked out 
between the city and SAC late 
last year. However, construction 
requirements and the 
bureaucratic shuffle postponed 
the project’s completion. 


For traffic to flow smoothly, 
the $30,000 signal had to be 
placed midway between College 
and Bristol Streets. One of the 
parking-lot entrances had to be 
closed and the other one moved 
east. This was accomplished 
during the street widening of 
17th Street last summer. 

In addition, an underground 
utilities district has to be set up

before work could begin. The 
district consists of SAC, the city 
of Santa Ana, the Pacific 
Telephone Company and the 
Southern California Edison 
Company. 

The formation of the district 
allowed the utility companies to 
remove the poles along 17th 
Street and run their cables 


underground. The new district's | 


jurisdiction only covers a small 
strip surrounding the campus. 


“The new signal will 
definitely lower the accident 
rate,” said Joe Faust, traffic 


engineer for the city 
“It should eliminate most of the 
accidents involving pedestrians.’ 


College accreditation committee 
completes evaluation of campus 


To paraphrase Arlo Guthrie, 
the SAC campus was inspected, 
detected and reflected upon by 
the Santa Ana College 
Evaluating Team this week. 

The twelve-member 
accreditation team was charged 
with the responsibility of 
evaluating the college for the 
Western Association of Schools 
and Colleges. 

SAC has’ been’ awarded 
maximum accreditation the four 
times it has been evaluated, and 
SAC President Dr. John E. 
Johnson anticipates nothing 
less this time. 

Dr. Johnson, a veteran of 14 
evaluating teams, including a 
recent job in Hawaii, explained 
what the visiting team looks for: 
“Every college is required to 
state in its catalogue its 


objectives and functions. The 
team’s job is to see if the college 
is doing what it proposes to do.” 

In order to determine if SAC 
is doing its job, the team tried to 
review the total college 
operation. In the attempt to 
complete this task the members 
talked to students, faculty and 


administrators; visited 
classrooms, the Child 
Development and Career 


Education Centers; and met with 
various district committees. 
Members of the visiting 
delegation were: Dr. Samuel 
Kipp, chairman of the team and 
president of Sacramento City 
College; Dr. James Fitzgerald, 
president of Foothill College; 
Dr. Richard Yeo, dean of 
instruction, Chabot College; Dr. 
Jesus Gonzales, director of adult 
education, Santa Barbara City 


College; Catherine Brown, 
business division chairperson, 
Alameda College and_ Dr. 


Lawrence Crouchett, director of 
special programs, Diablo Valley. 

Also. included are Elbert 
Kinnebrew, asst. dean, 
Sacramento City College; John 
Bibbo, Mathematics instructor, 


Southwestern College; Allen

State safety. codes Subliminal suggestion invades | 
subconscious on mass level | 


should be reviewed 


In an earlier editorial stance this semester, we at el DON 
supported free access to all elevators in multiple story buildings 
for all students. 

In a later editorial. policy we advocated a revamping of the 
earthquake and fire disaster procedures for this campus. 

This editorial comment deals with a synthesis of those two 
elements -- safety in our elevators. 

Recent investigative reporting revealed that the validated 
certificates issued by the California State Board of Industrial 
Safety are months past the expiration dates posted. 

Annual inspections are mandatory in all elevators in Orange 
County, but especially in tax-supported schools. 

These inspections of the cables, hydraulic and electrical 
systems have not been carried out in a satisfactory manner by the 
State office. Manpower limitations are the only reason for the 
delay cited by the department spokesman. 

We feel this is not valid justification for people to be placed in 
potential jeopardy. Lax inspection techniques could lead to a 
worn cable breaking, an elevator stalled between floors, or a short 
circuit and fire caused by faulty electrical conduit. 

Furthermore, because California citizens can be compelled by 
the state to maintain safe conditions even on private property, it 
would seem justifiable that the state should at least perform their 
appointed duties in more than a perfunctory manner. 

Considering the allotted state budget of $10 billion, it would 
seem reasonable to assume that our J/egislators could scrape up a 
few thousand dollars to protect the taxpayers. The Sacramento 
solons scream for pay raises and pension hikes for themselves, but 
cut-back on understaffed agencies instituted for the safety of the 
urban individuals. 

Contingency emergency plans are carried aboard most 
elevators; these include telephones, emergency and fire buttons. 
Perhaps the little red buttons are nothing more than security 
facades to reassure passengers. Because if a frayed cable snapped 
five flights up, a person could push the little red button all the 
way down to the collision with the basement. Red buttons have 
very little effect on the force of gravity. 

The time for action is before an old cable or leaking hydraulic 
fluid cause an accident of serious proportions. 

This problem is certainly not limited to the SAC campus alone. 
Many of the prominent buildings in the surrounding environs are 
long overdue for an inspection. 

We wish to alert the -SAC Office of Maintenance and 
Operations about. this potentially harmful situation. We 
encourage diligent pursuit of this matter to rectify the laxity 
today, and in the future.
